REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' arguments submitted with their Amendment filed on June 23, 2008 have 
been found persuasive. The Applicants have pointed out that Weigl (DE 199 35 920) 
limits the heating temperature by using a heat exchanger with a thermostatic valve for 
the cooling circuit of the internal combustion engine that is used to heat the reducing 
agent. Weigl teaches that once the reducing agent reaches a temperature of about 20 
°C the thermostatic valve is closed because no further heating of the reducing agent is 
desired. Thus, the reducing agent in the storage tank 10 is not heated by the heating 
element 12 to a sufficiently high temperature to stimulate a partial chemical conversion 
of the reducing agent. The disclosures set forth on pgs. 1 1 and 12 in the English 
translation of DE 199 35 920 support the Applicants' arguments.
